than there were a year ago, ma- 
king employment 1.9 per cent 
ahead of the corresponding 
month last year, the report says, 
“It is significant that the rate 
of employment growth, which 
has progressively decline® since 
last fall, might have reached 
the bottom ‘in March . 

“By April the rate of growth 
Began to increase although the 
net increase was only 0.2 per 
cent. This increase was negligi- 
ble but it could indicate that the 
recessional trend is slowing 
down" LABOR MARKET 
TRENDS reported. 

Unemployment ín the county 
was on the downside for the sec- 
ond consecutive month, receding 
from a surplus of 4,000 workers 
in March to 3,300 in mid-April. 
Following the seasonal pattern, 
the number of claims for unem- 
ployment compensgtion went up 
while the number of out-of-state 
claims decréased. Also influen- 
cing the over-all picture was the 
return to work in April of 400 
surplus agricultural workers. 

Agricultural employment in 
Palm Beach County reached 13, 
700 in mid-April, gaining 2,300 
farm workers over the month, 
By the end of April the number 
of agricultural workers had 
pushed higher to meet the peak 
of harvest activity, which was 
later than usual due to the cold 
weather last winter.
